Gives Two Eloquent 


Discourses. 


Two large audience* listened yes- 


terday to Rev. Robert WWttaker's) 
sermons at the Baptist Church, Mr. 
Whittaker also occupied meet of the 
Sunday School hour with an expo- 
sition of the significance o* baptism, 
and spoke briefly at the Young Peo- 
ple's service on Working for Men. In 
the afternoon he addressed the Y. W. 
C. A. at the University on Accepting 
and Using Ourselves. Below we give 
an epitome of the two principal ad- 
dresses of the day. 


The morning sermon was baaed on 


a passage from the Song of Deborah, 
which Mr. Whittaker described 
as 


"one of the oldest fragments of He- 
brew poetry, whose literary signifi- 
cance and historical value scholars are 
ust beginning to appreciate. 
The 


particular part quoted was the curse 
upon Meroz, found in the fifth diap- 
er of Judge, and the 2Snd verse. Af- 
er describing In very Interesting fas- 
hion the plight of the Israelites, the 
rising under Deborah, and the bril- 
lant victory of the Israelites over the 
host of Sisera, with the flight of Si- 
sera, and his 
fearfx., ijcath at the 


hands of Jael, the wife of Heber, the 
Kenite, the evangelist called attention 
o three 
facts concerning the curse 


pronounced upon Meroz. First of all 
Meroz was cursed although Meroz was 
nsignlfleant. 
The very site of the 


town has perished from the memory 
of men. Yet though so small It was 
not excused from service. 
Average 


abilities and 
ordinary opportunities 


do not excuse men. from the service 
of God today. 
There are too many 


people of just common capacity who 
are letting themselves off from giving, 
testifying, or otherwise helping the 
work of God because they cannot do 
more. 


Again Meroz was cursed for merely 


doing nothing. 
The little town did 


not flght against Israel. Yet it was 
cursed for its failure to do what little 
it might have done. 
Sometimes the 


worst thing a man can do Is just to 
do nothing at all. A field that yields 
no harvest is condemned, though it 
has not given forth thorns and this- 
tles. 


If a child falls into the Truckee, and 


you stand by and do nothing to help 
save the child, the fact that you did 
not push it in will not excuse your 
negligence. Scholars who do nothing 
are sent away from school. 
So God 


righteously condemns those who learn 
nothing in this vast university of life 
and do nothing for the kingdom o: 
God.

of victc''y. Deborah might have been 
magnanimous, but it happened then 
as it always happens that the hour o: 
victory \yas the hour of 
Judgment
